Weed Spraying 
Pays Dividends 


A project designed to measure 
the efficiency and economy of che- 
mica] herbicides for killing weeds 
in crops has been under way for 
the past three years on district 
experimental substations in south- 
western Manitoba. : 

One' of the factors that mak 
the answer to the above question 
difficult is the great variation in 
the price of sprayers. Commercial 
firms in Brandon quote 1950 prices 
for tractor-mounted sprayers at 
approximately $200 and the trailer 
mounts with springs $490. In ’50, 
the cost of the ester formulation 
of 2,4-D was $7.45 per gallon f.o.b. 
Brandon. 

Consider that a farmer sprays 
200 acres with his sprayer each 
year, and that the life of. the ma- 
chine is ten years .In order to ar- 
rive at the cost on an acre basis, the 
following items should be includ- 

-“Deprectation onthe tractor- 
mounted machine on the basis of 
10 per cent per year will be ten 
cents per acre and 25c per acre 
for the trailer-mounted type. Re- 
Pairs aggregate approximately 60 
per cent of the initial cost over a 
10-year period. This represents six 
cents and fifteen cents per acre 
respectively for the two machines. 
Interest on investment at 5 per 
cent on one-half the value will 
amount to three cents and six 
cents per acre respectively. The

allow radioactive ashes to be swept 
into the air and scattered over a 
wide area. 


Air Marshal Howsam said atom- 
ic radiation could be neither seen 
nor felt. A person would ‘not know 
he had been exposed to radioation 
until some time after the expos- 
ure. 


Radioactive materials could not 
be destroyed but radiation sickness 
was not contagious. Radioactivity 
could not be detected with Geiger 
counters and scientists and doctors 
knew more about the effects of 
radioactivity than they know of 
the cause of the common cold. 


“A little radioactivity is harm- 
less,” the coordinator said. “Every- 
one of us is being continually bom- 
barded every minute of our lives 
with radiation in the form of cos- 
mic rays from tthe sky. The harm- 
ful effects of exposure to radio- 
activity will depend on the amount 

of body exposed, the length of 
time of exposure and the strength 
of the rays. 


“By seeking cover as soon as an 
alarm is sounded, a person can 
protect himself from over-expos- 
ure.” 


; cost of chemical spray applied at 
! four ounces of acid equivalent per 
{acre will be the same. for both 
; machines, namely, 47 cents per 
acre. The total cost of spraying 
excluding charges for labor and 
the cost of running a tractor will 
| be 66 cents per acre for the tractor- 
| mounted type and 93 cents per acre 
for the trailer machine. 


It is generally agreed that if 
spraying is done at proper time, 
cereal crops will not suffer dam- 
age. At Goodlands, Redman wheat 
‘sprayed for an infestation of mus- 
tard, ‘stinkweed and lamb’s quar- 
ters pigweed showed an increase 
of 2.1 pushels per acre over the 
check. area. The three-year aver- 
age of spraying versus non-spray- 
ing on this station shows an in- 
crease of 2.9 bushels per acre in 
favor of spraying. 

On the basis of grain prices for 
wheat at $1.21 per bushel for the 
wheat grown on the sprayed area, 
and the 1950 cost figures quoted 
above, a farmer would derive an 
additional $1.87 per acre if he used 
the lower-priced machine and $1.60 
per ‘acre if he used the higher- 
priced sprayer. 

In‘ addition. to the monetary re- 
turn from spraying, a great deal 
of benefit is derived by reducing 
weeds that would otherwise in- 
crease .dockage and cause extra 
wear and tear on harvesting ma- 
chinery. 

The use of chemical herbicides 
and their consequent value are be- 
ing recognized yearly by more and 
more Western Canadian farmers. 


LETHBRIDGE, Feb. 8—A num- 
ber of the small Canadian rodeos 
will cease operations this year, 
Herman Linder, president of the 
Canadian ‘Stampedemen’s Associ- 
ation said here today.

Alberta Farm Accidents 


, (Wheat Pool Budget) 


There were far too many farm 
accidents in Alberta last year. The 
newspaper clipping files of the Al- 
berta Wheat Pool show they caus- 
ed a total of 22 deaths and it is 
likely that there were other fatal 
accidents which were not noted. 
Many other farmers received in- 
juries in farm mishaps, some of 
which were very serious. 


The farm tractor was by far the 
most dangerous piece of equipment 
on the farm, directly causing 16 of 
the 22 deaths. Overturning tractors 
caused 10 deaths, power take-offs 
‘3 and other tractor mishaps 3. Se- 
veral other farmers were disabled, 
two of whom lost limbs when they 
became entangled in the power 
take-off. 


Farmers must all come to realize 
that operating tractors on the high- 
way at a-high rate of speed is a 
dangerous practise. Tractor steer- 
ing equipment is not geared to such 
speeds:and the centre of gravity 
on the tractor is much higher than 
that of an automobile and conse- 
auently it. tins easily..The. power 
take-off should always be kept pro- 
perly covered. The farm tractor is! 
a dangerous and powerful machine 
which should demand the utmost 
caution on the part of farmers at 
all times. This is the only way that 
the number of. farm tractor acci- 
dents can be reduced.

New Weed in U.S. |1951 Plates 


May Harm Sheep |Easy-to Read 


OTTAWA — Not yet found in 
Canada, a new weed resembling 
Russian thistle is reported by. re- 
gearch workers in the United States 
Department of Agriculture as hav- 
ing caused sheep poisoning in the 
more arid lands of the Western 
States. Not yet on familiar terms 
with it, botanists call the new pest 
Halogeton glomeratus, and officials 
in the Department of Agriculture’s 
Division of Botany and Plant Pa- 
thology at Ottawa say that there 
is no.evidence that the new weed 
has entered Canada. 

Dr. Harold A. Senn, Principal 
Botanist in the Department, point- 
ed out that the major part of our 
Western sheep belt has a more 
complete ground cover than the 
area where the ‘weed is found in. 
the United States. This factor, he 
said, may retard though not ne- 
cessarily prevent the invasion of 
the new weed into Canada. Dr. 
Senn considered that the dry, spar- 
sely populated sheep-grazing areas 
of~British Columbia, Alberta and 
Saskatchewan would be most sus- 
ceptible to attack if the new pest 
starts to infiltrate across the bor- 
der. 


First reported in the sheep ran- 
ges in Nevada about 1935, this new 
weed) has gradually invaded large 
acreages in Idaho, Wyoming, Utah, 
Arizona, Montana and California. 

’ Masquerading as a relative of the 

noxious but not poisonous Russian 
thistle, its infiltration has passed 

almost unnoticed by stockmen un- 
til it was recently suspected of 
sheep poisoning over a wide area. 


Botanists and chemists in the 
U.S.D.A. are busy trying-to isolate 
and identify the poisonous ingre- 
dients in the’ plant, and livestock 
experiments are now in progress 
to détermine just how it affects 
different types of stock. Officials 


If Alberta’s 1951 car licence 
plates, strike you as garish or gau- 
dy, remember that the blue fig- 
ures on a yellow background are 
highly recommended for readabil- 
ity by vision experts. At least, so 
claims the Amerian Automobile 
Association in a report from Wash- 
ington on 1951 motor licence tag- 
colors. 


With most of the states toning 
down'the colors of their motor 
licence plates this year, Albertia’s 
blue and yellow falls in the cate- 
gory of “exotic combinations,” 
which include Névada’s blue on 
silver, New. Jersey’s straw on 
black, Tennessee’s white on orange 
and the black on gold of Texas. 


The most confusing thing about 
the new Alberta plates may be 
that the colors are the same as the 
1951 Alaska plates. Alberta’s quiet 
1950,\plate, or white on light blue, 
will reappear in Newfoundland. 


While the old Alberta plates of 
white on blue appeared “easy on 
the eyes,” they were: not so easy 
to read, according to the vision 
experts quoted by the AAA. For 
best readability,, motor licence 
plates should have dark figures 
on a light background, such as the 
1951 Alberta plates of blue numer- 


als.on yellow. Pennsylvania will’ 
‘use the same combination in 1951. 
Colors of Canadian plates for: 


1951 are: Alberta, blue on yellow; 
British Columbia, deep yellow on 
black to repeat last year’s ‘plates; 
blak to repeat last year’s plates; 
Manitoba, black on aluminum;

Legal Reason 
For Taking Census 
In Canada 


‘The Ninth Decennial Census of 
Canada in June this year is based 
on fundamental legal require-. 
ments dating from Confederation. 
Under Section 51 of the British 
North America Att, 1867, it was 
enacted that after the completion 
of the Census of 1871, and of each 
subsequent decennial census, rep- 
resentation of the provinces should 
be readjusted by such authority, 
in such manner and from ‘such 
time as the Parliament of Canada 
provided, subject to certain rules. 
The chief of these rules was that 
the Province of Quebec should 
have a fixed number of Members 
(65) and that the representation 
of other provinces in the House 
of Commons should bear the’ same 
proportion to the population of the 
Province as the number 65 bears to 
the population of the Province of 
Quebec. 

In 1946, Section 51 of the Bri- 
tish North America Act was re- 
pealed and a new Section substi- 
tuted, as follows: 

“The number of Members of the 
House of Commons shall be 255 
and the representation of the Pro- 
vinces therein shall “forthwith, 
upon the coming into force of this 
Section, and thereafter on the 
completion of each decennial cen- 
sus, be readjusted .... according 
to the following rules—a. subject 
as hereinafter provided, there shall 
be assigned to each of the provin- 
ces the number of Members com- 
puted by dividing the total popu-, 
lation of the provinces by 254 and 
by dividing the population of each 
province by the quotient so ob- 
tained ....” ; 

This new Section thus did away 
with the former provision in the 
Act by which the Province of Que- 
bec was given a fixed representa- 
tion for determining the quotient 
upon which representation in 
other provinces could be calculat- 
efi. Accordingly, the membership 
in the House of Commons was in- 
creased from 245 to 255 (including 
one member from the Yukon.) 

Representation of the province 
of Quebec was increased by the 
1947 readjustment from 65 to 73 
members, that of Ontario from 82 
td 83, Nova’s om 0 
and British Columbia from 16 to 
18. Manitoba and Saskatchewan 
each lost one seat, the new repre- 
sentation of the former being 16 
and of the latter 20 members. Rep- 
resentation of the remaining three 
provinces was . un viz., 
New Brunswick 10; P.E.I. 4; and 
Alberta 17. Seven seats were gi- 
ven to Newfoundland on its entry 
into Confederation at midnight on 
March. 31, 1949, raising the total 
membership in the House of Com- 
mons tq 262.
